efficiency. In many cases build- 
ings which under normal circum- 
stances would be condemned as 
unsuitable for human habitation 
by medical and other authorities, 
have had to be permitted to be 
occupied, as there was no suit- 
able accommodation available. 


We realize the difficulties facing 
the government with relation to all

time The Women’s Auxiliary 
Air Force took over complete con 
trol of many barrage balloon sites 
Diplomatic status was con 
ferred upon a Canadian-born 


woman and the B.B.C. appoint 


ed a woman to see that dance tunes

There now seem to be few jobs 
left for women to master except

Growth of the women's service 
during the year was phenomena!
